How can 
soeiety scold Qur women for not having 
enough babies when, for those, they 
have, women take so much mere than 
the normal risk, pay so much more 
than the price which women in other 
civilized countries pay? 


HO dnd what are to blame for 
WV this superfluous sacrifice of 
oe American womanhood? Blame 


and - responsibility must rest some- 
where.. Tne headline quoted above was 
used on a report from the annual con- 
vention of the American Assoclation of 
Obstetricians, Gynecologists’ and Ab- 
dominal Surgeons. It showed that since 
1924.the United States has carried the 
‘ highest maternity mortality rate of the 
civilized nations—-6.5 deaths of mothers 
per 1,000 live births. In Scandinavian 
countries the death rate others is 
only 2.6 pef 1,000 births; in the Neth- 
erlands—where birth, control 1s legal 
and its scientific technique developed 
—ithe maternal death rate is lowest, 
amounting to only 2.3 per 1,000 births. 

The report of the Obstetricians’ Con- 
vention also showed that 65 per cent. 
of maternal deaths in the United States 
are due 0 two preventable causes, 
septicemia and toxemia. 

Escimates sponsored by leading wom- 
en's organizations show that it is more 
hazardous in this country to become a 
inother than it was for a man to be- 
come a soldier under the “American 
flag during the World War. 

Over 28.000 mothers annually die 
here in chil¢birth. The number who 
are invalided for life, ar who later 


suffer from insanity due to inadequate: - 


care, is much larger. Yet, though the 
death rate for the country at large is 
6.5 per 1,000 births, in one community 
in Tioga Courty, New York, the Mater- 
nity Centre: Assoctation has reduced 
this rate to i.6 pe? thousand, showing 
that the matority of deaths from chiid- 
birth «:¢ easily preventable. 


’ HE importance of skilled attention 
and pre-natal care for mothers 
was “urged bofore the QObstetri- 


money is the country willing to spend 
on such care? Not much, appayently. 
The Sheppard-Towner Act provided 
Federal financial aid for maternity wel- 
fare work in those States willing to 
give equal financjal co-operation. The 
Act was passed efter much opposition 
from male legislators, largely on the 
ground of “extravagance’’-—aithough 
under it only about §1.102,000 was 
spent annually. , The Sheppard-Towner 
Act has now ceased to function. 

Maternity welfare receives, in bhe 
1931 Federal budget, a mere one-fourth 
of the Children’s Bureau appropria- 
tion—which amounted all told to $320,- 
000 for the current year! 

Yet motherhood, with all scientific 
safeguards before anc’ during and after 
birth, is a safficiently painful and haz- 
ardous business for women. How much 
longer will it remain what it now is 
for American women —- disgracefully, 
tragically extra-hazardous?

DISHEARTENED housewife writes, 
A “I have just discovered that 
moths have just about ruined 
the contents of my cedar chest that 
was new last fall. I was always under 
the impression cedar is a reliable pre- 
ventative against moths. Can yow tell 
me what causes the trouble?” 

The damage done is not the fault of 
the cedar chest. No cedar chest will 
destroy adult moths nor willit prevent 
eges from hatching. It does, however, 
kill the young larvae if the grown 
moths have been removed from the 
gayments. 

Before anything is stored even in the 


vest cedar chest or cedar closet the 
olaer moths must be removed by brush- 
ing and sunning. In case of furs or ex- 
pensive garments it is advisable to fu- 
migate or dry clean these before stor- 
ing them. Flannéls and many other 
summer, garments may be washed.be- 
fore being packed away for the winter. 

Do this hereafter and you will find 
that a cedar chest is a reliable protec- 
tion against moths.
